RETAIL TRADE, 


Returns from 2. Sydney stores for December, 1942 reflected a decline of 
23.41% in sales, as compared with December, 1941. The normal seasonal increase 
in employment did not take place (see later: “Employment") and the comparison 
with the previous year showed a greater relative decline than was recorded in 
November and October, 194.2. 


Smaller sales (by value) were recorded in December, 19.2 than a year earlier 
for all types of goods except books, stationery and fancy goods. 


During 194.2, in the latter half of which clothes were rationed, aggregate value

1941/42 wos £33905 m. or £5566 me 
above the previous year. The value of production (value added to raw materials) 
was £158,6 me, far above any level previously attained, 


The inerease in value of production over the previous year was £25,746, 000. 
Of this no less than £15,150,000 (64%) was in the metal working, vehicle etc. 
industrics, The production of this group expanded by 33.7% and constituted 
45.3% of the total production in 1941/42 compared with 39% in the previous years 


Additions and replacements of plant and machinery were £8.35 m or slightly 
less than in 1940/41, The cost of additional land and buildings used by 
factories was £3648 m, comparcd with £3.08 m, in 1940/41, Additions to plant and 
machinery were less than in the previous year in all classes except metal working, 
ete, and heat, light etc, works (mainly electricity). The metal working, 
nachinery, volticle ctc, industries accoumted for 58,8% of additions and replace-= 
ments to plant and machinery in 1944/42 comparcd with 50.8% in 1940/41.
